ECONOMY OF THE SiLO.

Silage a Necnudy For Breeding Stock
and Young Animals,

The most avallable and most sult-
able eraps for shage are Indlan corn,
red clover, sorghum and alfalfa. In-
dinn corn makes the best =ilnge, nl-
though all varleties of corn are snlt-
able, wrltes a Nebraska farmer In the
Towa Homestend. The important polnt
fs to secure the most tons of feed per
acre. Large dent varlettes nre favor
ftes. Experlments have shown that
silage corn contnins the most nutrl
ment when kernels begin to glaze and
before lower leaves Lhecome dry.

There 18 no questlon but that anl
green crops can be successfully en-
glled. However, taking all things into

shortage of feed stock must boe sne-
rificed, and possibly with a good
year following it is Impossible to
gecurs stock to consume the fecd
Which Is grown., The sllo will even
up this condition. The man with a
good reserve of sllage on hand la
always in o position to take advan-
tage of whatever mny turm up in
comnectlon with the handling of live
otock, The farm with the silo Is eo-
p#ntially & better llve stock farm,

conslderation, corn Is by far the best.
When corn Is used the entire plant,
including the car, should be placed In
the sllo. The sifo may be filled as
fast as the crop it hauled from the
fleld, though rapldity. of filling 1s un-
importaut g0 long as fresh fodder is
placed on top before mold forms. Corn
should always be cut, ns it packs bet-
ter, Is more readlly haunled and the
sftock eat it easler. The shorter the
fodder the better. One-half an inch is
common length.

To preévent waste after the sile has
been filled straw -can. be placed on top

to a depth of slx Inches or a foot. Al
better method, bowever, is to 'place |

tarred paper over the top and them
cover with straw. 8ilage s pre-emi-
nently a feed for dalry cattle.

It takes elght to ten mén five days
to fill & 12 by 27 foot sllo, which takes
fittecn acres of corn, There shonld be
three or four boys in the silo tramping
it. Bllage is a necessity with breeding
cattle, growing stock and yomug ani-
male.

The
usual proportion of sugar to Trdit Is
about like that for jetlles—equal
weights or measures, “pound for
pound.”

Derally a sirup is mnde with the
sugm.and a lttle water or fruit julce,
and ‘opnly ns much frult an will cover
the surface of the sirnp ia put {n at one
thoe, If we attempt to put in more
‘tho pleces lose their shape, and the
result is a sort of marmalade.

When a fow pleces are done they
may be. taken cat of the sfrup with a
skimmer and put In a jar and more
fruit put into the slrup. When all is
don¢ the sirop may be further evap-
orated antil it is €lmost a. felly, and
then the jars are to be filled with that.

Such preserves are like jelly in tex-
fure nnd richness and whl keep 1f pack-
od ke jelly in glasses with covers of
paper and paraffin,

22.—The Mexi-
can national convention at Aguas Cal-
ientes which voted itself the sover-
elgn authority in Mexico has appoint-
ed a committee of five “to assume the
duties” of five cabinet positions In
Mexico City, according to advices to
the State Departmeht today. The com-
mittee is to take charge of the port-
folios of forelgn relations, war, pub-
lic Inetruction, justice and filnance. It
is believed the convention will,await
the arrival of General Zapata or his
delegates before taking action regard-
Ing the provislonul presidency.

A test of strength may come upon
the effort of the commission to agsume
authority,

No menton is made in the officlal re-
ports of the allegations made by Car-
ranza adherents that Villa had moved
soveral thousand men into close prox-
Imity to the convention. President
Wilson himsell expressed doubt as to
its accuracy today;, Officials here say
everything Villa so far has done has
revealed a desire not to coerce the
convention, but to abide by its decis-
ions.
